[From the Philadelphia Inquirer, March, 16 ]Feeshkt..There waa a heavy freshet in the Schuyl¬kill, on Saturday, when there was six feet of water rush¬
ing over the dam. The current was tremendous. Oreat
alarm was felt in the neighborhood, and considerable da¬
mage was done. I Ralls and logs came floating down in
.fast abundance ; wood piios were washed away, and a
number of houses along the river were so flooded, that
the inmBtes were compelled either to seek safety in
flight, or to ascend to the upper stenes. Vine street
wharf was covered up to the first street from the river.
The scene on Saturday afternoon, was one of an excit¬
ing and novel character. Quite a number of pereons
were on ihe wharfs looking on, and tha boatmen were
busy in the river, picking up logs, Piaces of Umber, and
any other floaUng articles they could lay their hands on.
